LONDON, Dee. 6.—The United 
States achieved a signal victory 
over Great Britalp before the In- 
ternational Pecuriiary Claims Tri- 
bunal in the hatter of ~ claims 
brought by citizens of the United 
States against British interests and 
similar claims by British subjects 
against American principals. Of the 
ten cases heard by the tribunal 
which has closed its seasiong in 
London, eight were decided in fa- 
vor of the United States. None of 
the British claims against the 
United Btates was sustained. 

Some of the cases were of more 
than 100 years’ standing and had 
previously been argued by same of 
the greatest American and Sritish 
lawyers. The total sum involved 
in the tigation runs into millions 
of dollars. 


THREE ON BODY 

The tribunal which adopted 
the principle of arbitration as 4 
basis for its decision, was composed 
of a Briten, en American and & 
Frenchman, presided over by M. 
Fromagecot, an eminent French 
legal authority on the Ruhr. 

One of the most important cases 
in Which the American conten« 
tlens were sustained, was that in- 
volving claims for war damages 
by British cable companies against 
the American government for the 
action of Admira] Dewey in cutting 
the Heng Kong-Manila cable in 
1898, and similar action by the 
American naval forees in sever- 
ing cables uniting strategic points 
in Cuba during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. 


DAMAGES AWARDED 

The tribunal awarded $59.000 
damages to the heirs of an Ameri- 
can citizen who were improperly 
deprived of lands in the Fiji 
Islands prior to Great Britain ex- 
tending ber sovereignty over those 
isle nds. 


The tribunal dismissed a British | 
claim for several million dollars 
damages against the United 
States for alleged improper inter- 
ference by the Federal authorities | 
with @ large irrigation project in 
New Mexico, which ts popularly 
known as the Rie Grande case. 

Only one claim of ali the com- 
plicated cases revived remains to 
be decided, and this will be heard 
in Washington, when the tribunal 
reassembies next winter. From the 
standpoint of variety and the num- 
ber of cases Msted for adjudication, 
American lawyers regard the scope 
of the arbitration as considerably 


greater than that of any other 
arbitration between two govern- 
ments.

Manufacturers. 

Senator Moses, an “irreconcil- 
able” of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, and chairman of 
the Republican Senatorial Cam- 
paign Committee, is understood to 
have discussed his views with oth-/} 
er Republican leaders in the Sen- 
ate in connection with the pend 
ing’ World Court proposal from 
President Harding. 

Stating that America had spon-' 
sored e Hague tribunal, Sena- 
tor Moses asked: 

“Why should we turn our beck 
upon a child of our own creation 
in order to fondle the rag dolls of 
foreign diplomacy?” 

SEPARATION IMPOSSIBLE 

Senator Moses declared the 
World Court could not be “disen- 
tangled from the League of Na- 
tions by a reservation or any tex- 
tual amendment short of the de- 
struction of the entire protocol.” 

“Like the Treaty of Versailles,” 
he said, “the League Court carries 
obligations and implications which 
the United States cannot under- 
take—-unless we are prepared to 
repudiate the verdict of 1920 and 
to take the first step in a path 
which leads to the vortex of close 
and inescapable entanglement in 
Buropean problems. 

“Yet those of us who 
the facts and who have the temer- 
ity to assert them, are character-. 
ized as humanely etrabismic, and 
politically paralyzed. We are ac- 
cused of mere obstruction and are 
taunted with having no constrvue- 
tive plan to offer as against one 
which promises so high a return 
that nothing short of an interha- 
tional blue-sky law can properly 
interfere with its operation. 


VISION SEEN 


“But from my point of neal . 
look beyond the proposed 
Court and I see auother erfouns!, 
in the creation of which the Uait- 
ed States had no small part, and 
to the etrengthening of which the 
United States later made the great- 
est contributory suggestioy—a sug- 
gestion which was rendered neg¢a- 
tory only Because other nations 
were not then sufficiently enlhght- 
ened, or sufficiently chastened to 
meet advanced opinion. The 
Hague ‘tribunal. of which I am 
speaking, has a long and heonvred 
record. 

“We are dally assured by those 
who wish to profit by our power 
and our authority, that we pos- 
sess the moral leadership of the 
world. If so, why not assert it-— 
in better*phrase, why not reasrer* 
it—by turning again to The Hague 
tribunal, 4 living body, which needs 
only to be nurtured to become 
what we once sought to make it?”

MEXICO CITY. Dec. 5.—Gen. 
Figueroa, the latest revolutionary 
leader to disturb Mexico, has 
mined railways and bridges along 
a line from ‘Iguala toward Chil- 
panchingo, preventing the Federa) 
troops from entraining for the 
capital of Guerrero they in- 
tended yesterday evening.

The court 
declares that it will not take part 
in politics, indicating that it be- 
lieves the De La Huerta move- 
ment political. Senor Hwerta has 
gone to Vera Cruz for ten days 
on an election tour.

_ TO SLAYERS 


|. Supreme Court Refuses 


Plea of Wheaton and 


_ Appeal for retail in the cases of 
James Wheaton and Calvin Rowell, 
sentenced to life imprisonment for 
complicity in the murder of Police- 
men Harry Clester and P. L. Brett 
‘in this city, December 6, 1921, has 
been denied by the State Supreme 
Court... The court offers no opin- 
jon in the case, merely. upholding 
the affirmation of conviction previ- 
ously handed down by the Second 
District Court of Appeal. 

The cases of William A. Bring- 
hurst and Willard Thompson, sen- 
tenced to death for the sams 
crime, appeals in. which ere now 
pending before the Supreme Court, 
are expected to be put on the cal- 
endar at once. These cases also 
were appealed after conviction had 
been rmed by ‘he Appellate 
court. Attorney R. T. Walter, rep 
resenting the defendants, who was 
given until October 10 to file his 
brief, stated yesterday that he had 
turned the case over to a San Fran- 
cisco attorney and supposed it hed 
been submitted to the Supreme 
Court there. 

All four men ere atill in the 
County Jail here and an immediate 
order is expected to transfer 
Wheaton and Rowell tt San Quen- 
tin to begin their life sentences.

Rev.-Capt. J. E. Lewis, dusky 
minister, master mariner, ship con- 
structor and empire builder; also 
| president-general of the Liberian 


Transportation Steamship Company 
and Church of God Line; omnip- 
otent potentate of the Internation- 
al Ethiopian Promoters of the 
World: Bishop of the Church of 
the Living God and allied interests, 
sailed yesterday for San Fraticisco 
aboard the liner Harvard. 

He said that in the Bay City he 
will purchase the famous old Navy 
cellier Brutus, to be used as 4 
nucleus of the fleet which will even- 
tually carry all members of the 
black race in America back to 
their homeland, especially the Re- 
public of Liberia. The Brutus, said 
Capt. Lewis, will sail from Los An- 
geles Harbor for Monrovia, West 
Coast of Africa, February 3%, next, 
on her maiden voyage, carrying 
2000 tons of freight and 200 Afro- 
American passengers. Returning, 
he announced, she will have a full 
cargo of diamonds, gold, platinum 
and various kinds of precious 
stones with which he said Liberia 
abounds.
